Four long years, 8 months and 6 
days in the famous 36th “ Texas” 
Division, through its training in sev­ 
eral 
camps 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
across the ocean, across North A f­ 
rica, up into Italy, Salerno, Anzio, 
Rome, Southern France, Germany, 
Austria, and a flight by plane across 
the Atlantic to Florida, and finally 
back to Hamlin is a pretty big gap 
in the life of any young man. But 
such has been the record of S/Sgt. 
Herman 
R. Treadwell, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. L. Treadwell, of Rt. 2, 
Hamlin. We say Staff Sgt., but in 
reality it is now “ Mr. Treadwell.” 
Herman received his honorable dis­ 
charge from the Army on 104 well 
earned points, on July 31. 
Herman was born Sept 22, 1918, 
and 
thus was quite a baby when 
Nov. l l , 1918, brought so much joy 
to the nation. He grew up in this 
community, received his schooling at 
Hamlin 
High, and graduated from 
Wayland Junior College, Plainview, 
in 1939 
When he enlisted in the Army on 
Nov. 25, 
1940, he drew the Field 
Artillery and was placed in the 36th 
Division. He trained at Camp Bowie, 
T« xas; Camp Blanding, Fla.; Camp 
Edwards, Mass., and left the States 
at 8 ta ten 
Island, 
N. Y., in April 
1943. However, Herman decided he 
could not leave his “ girl” in Amer­ 
ica, cingle, so on Nov. 7, 1942, he 
was married to Miss Loleta Ubben, 
who was then a teacher in the Ft. 
Stockton, Texas, schools. 


Herman landed in Africa, at Oran, 
and from then on wherever the 36th 
went, he was in there with the Field 
Guns.

FARM TELEPHONE SERVICE

You’ve heard about a way to send telephone 
conversations over electric power lines, 
called “power line carrier. ’ It’s just one of 
the many ways the telephone company 
plans to extend and improve telephone serv­ 
ice to farmers when the wartime job eases 
up. Here s how it works: 


A talking current from the telephone cen­ 
tral office uses the same wire that carries 
current for pow er and light. Near the farm­ 
house, a “carrier coupler’’ takes the tele­ 
phone c urrent off the power line, and stand­ 
ard telephone wires carry it to the house. 


The telephone itself is a modern handset 
instrument. It’s attached to a special equip­ 
ment box that l o o k s Ii ce a small table radio. 


In many cases, power line carrier may prove 
more practical than bi tiding new' telephone 


lin e s. In other r u s t s, other methods may be 
more suitable— such as the use of new high- 
strength steel w ire which takes fewer tele­ 
phone poles and has greater resistance to 
storms. Telephone men are exploring every 
means of making farm telephone service 
better and t is ie r to get.

I her* fore, no new birth now if no kingdom now’. 


(2) Conversion. 
“ And said, Verily I say unto you, Except ye be converted, 
and 1 1‘corrn* a- little children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” 
I Matt. 18:3) 
I herefore, no conversion now if no kingdom now. 


(3) When our sins 
we are in the kingdom. 
“And from Jesus Carist, who is the faithful witness, the 
first born of the dead, and the ruler of the kings o f the earth. Unto 
him that lo vc th u s and loosed us from our sins by his blood; and 
he made us to be a kingdom, to be priests unto his God and Father; 
to him be the glory and the dominion for ever and ever. Amen.” 


(4) When we are delivered out o f the kingdom o f darkness, 
we arc translated into the kingdom, 
“ Who delivered us out of the pow'er of darkness, and trans­ 
lated us into the kingdom of the Son of his love,” (Col. 1:13) 
Therefor*, if the kingdom has not yet come, then men are 
sn!! in tin* kingdom of darkness. 


(5) Th** Lord’s Supper is in the kingdom. (Luke 22:29) 
Therefore, if no kingdom yet, then the Lord’s Supper can­ 
not be properly observed.
